2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Japan Patent 
No. 9-216,130 discloses applying motion to fluid to prevent the accumulation of 
machining chips. Japan Patent No. 4-57,623 discloses removing chips from the upper 
surface of a workpiece by jetting fluid on the surface. Fujiwara in U.S. Patent No. 
5,767,473 has a magnetic absorption device to remove chips in a discharge machine 
that does not use a wire electrode. Inoue in Japan Patent No. 62-4517 discloses 
removing chips by moving a work bed. Yano et al. in Japan Patent No. 3-287,313 has a 
wire cutting electric discharge machine that uses a magnetic holder above the 
workpiece to remove work chips. Regarding claims 1 -7, none of the references of 
record discloses or suggests, alone or in combination, a wire cutting electric discharge 
machine with receiving means lower than the portion where discharge machine is being

carried out. Regarding claims 8-9, none of the references of record discloses or 
suggests, alone or in combination, a wire cutting electric discharge machine with 
receiving means for receiving machined chips is mounted to said wire nozzle or said 
wire guide.
